Abstinbkcb Societies are established east 
and west of Cromwell, and appear to he in 
excellent working order, . Something pro- 
mising in this way has been done at Alex- 
andra, and at Queenstown.. Nothing has 
been done in Cromwell down to the pre- 
sent. And yet our spirit proclivities are 
as strong as amongst most of our neigh- 
bours, turn to whatever point of the com- 
pass wo will. The mighty mischief is as 
manifest here, as hurtful to all useful en- 
terprise, and as impeding to all moral, 
social, and personal achievement of every 
kind, as in either of the above-named 
places. Mothers, fathers, whole house- 
holds are in subjection to its potent sway. 
Fines, imprisonments, and losses of various 
kinds have no power to check its progi-ess. 
W'e cannot build against it, or bridge over 
it, or bluff it off by the various means 
which are sufficient to control the com- 
moner ills that alllict mankind. “This 
kind,” it seems, “goeth not out but by absti- 
nence.” If we have done nothing in this 
direction, it is not because there is nothing 
to do, bnt rather because there is so wuc/i 
that no one knows where to begin. Tho 
bold spirit has not yot venturetl to the 
front, prepared to welcome the martyrdom 
which is the penalty of tha social reformer. 
As was meet, in Queenstown the two cler- 
gymen consented to merge their theologi- 
cal and ecclesiastical differences ou the 
outer rim of the absorbing question, that 
tliey might draw to the centre of the con- 
flict shoulder to shoulder, and light the 
battle of sobriety against tippling, absti- 
nence against moderation ; and in this 
way present to the common enemy n 
broader front and a bolder purpose. Strong 
and various enough am the arguments ad- 
vanced against even the «ae of bevenigos 
drugged with the fata! spirit of intoxica- 
tion ; but against their abuse the difficulty 
is to- chase from tho sickening mass in- 
stances mild enough to gain a foothold 
upon the common belief of mankind. The 
blighting of beauty, the wasting of for- 
tune, the decay of strength, the loss of 
character, the destruction of home, eighth 
tenths of the felony and the foulness of 
society, together with prenmtnre old age 
and an early grave, are but part,? of its 
ways. On the shore of this sea of liquid 
ruin is found the wreck of “ all living aud 
lifeless" things. Out of the debns there 
drifted, is found the fitting material for 
prisons, paupers, broken hearts, lunatic 
asylums, bankruptcies, halters, gibbets. 
Jack Ketches, “ blue devils,” and all sorts 
of abortions, deformities, and monstrous 
things. The indictment here drawn up 
against the spirit tliat is roaming at large 
iu our midst may have the look of an over- 
charged account, and may by some be set 
down to a vagrant fancy or a vulgar mis- 
take. But a sensible observer will not 
bo thus deceived : the simple law of cause 
and effect, or tho natural process of sowing 
and reaping, will account to him for tite 
whole catalogue of mischief. Indeed, the 
inventory might contain other imineless 
articles of impeachment, and even then 
leave a large margin for the play of a 
lively iinagimition to complete the liideou.s 
■picture. We confess that our sympathies 
are largely with those who are heading the 
raid in Queenstown against Old Tom and 
the whisky trade. The Celt, the Saxon, 
and the Scot are alike rapidly succumbing 
to the “ stealthy oppressor." It is no re- 
specter of persons or parties. The colonial 
Juggernaut sends its ponderous wheel over 
victims of all classes, but the broken ranks 
are soo" fl'led up with fresh candidates for 
immolation, and tha wasting i-uiii goes on. 
Law and authority have interposed, but 
iu vain : .'■ffection and self-interest have 
pleaded, but in vain; the minister, the 
physician, and the lock-up have warned, 
but in vain ; the pledge — the pledge, pure 
and simple, is the tried remedy that can 
alone be trusted. 



At last wo have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that tho erection of a new Telegraph 
and Post-office has been decided upon by 
the General Government, an intimation to 
that effect having been received by tho 
Mayor {through Charles O'Neill, Esq., 
M,lI.K.)fionithc Postmaster-General. Wo 
have reason to think that the work will be 
commenced without delay, and that Ibc 
only question now under consideration hy 
the postal authoritios is the selection of a 
site. Wc do not suppose that the Post- 
ma-ster-Gcneral wriil .consult the wishes of 
tho townspeople . in the- matter, howeve 



strongly they may dxpreas their opinions ; 
but at least an effort should be made to 
prevent the erection of our principal pub- 
lic buildings upon a site so distant from, 
the business part of the town as the reserve 
set apart for that purpose. If the 
people of Cromwell are to have a voice in 
the matter at all, a meeting, of the rate- 
payers should be called without delay to 
discuss the question, and afterwards — as 
there is certain to be a difference of opinion 
as to the site most suitable — let a day be 
fixed by the Mayor and Council for taking 
the votes of the ratepayers, and let the 
majority carry the day. That is the only 
satisfactory method of dealing with a ques- 
tion where so many conflicting private in- 
terests are involved.

The 
little village of Douham, in Bucks, has )«cn the 
Bcenc of the luurdur of a whulo biiiiily^a man 
named Marshall, his wiff-, his three children, Lis 
mother, anil liis sisturdii-lav.'. It was observed 
cm Sunday that the slmtlers uf the cottage iji 
whiuh they lived Inut nut hcMiii iipeued, and that 
the fulloM'iiig day they remiiuicd eliwed ; aud as 
none of the family were seen, it was coiicludoil 
that they had gone out fm* a holuLay. I.ate on 
Monday night, a young woman from a neighbor- 
ing town went to the coti::gc ^rith a new dvesa 
for Mrs Marshall's sister, wlio was to he married 
j the next day, Beceiving nr> answer to her sum- 
mou9, she made eu([uiricd, and on- the nature uf 
her errand becoming known, a policeman camo 
And forced the door of the cottage, and the most 
horrible discovery was made. Alajshall’s wife 
and her sister wero lying in the front room, partly 
on each other, with their heads beaten iu. Ilia 
mother and three youug children were lying in 
their night-clothes in a pool of bloud, their heads 
also being all battered in. Marshall himself, 
with his smith’s dress on, but without his shoes, 
was found in au out-housc with his he.ul batteroil 
to pieces. At first it was thought that he bad 
murdered his family, and committed suicide 
afterwards ; but there is now no doubt that he 
himself was the first victim. Hia skull was so 
battered that the brain protruded from the case ; 
his jaw was broken in two places ; his hands 
were scratched ; and there were signs of a vio- 
lent straggle having taken place in the little 
forge adjoining the house. Suspicion was not 
long in attaching itself to a man named John 
Jenkins, a Staffordahiru tramp, recently released 
from prison. Marshall bad given the evidence 
leading to this man’s conviction, but the object 
of the murderer does not appear to have been 
vengeance. Improbable as it may bo thought 
At first sight, the real explanation seems to be 
that the man entered the house for tho sake of 
some petty plunder, and being disturbed, struck 
down his victims, one after the other, iu a 
paroxysm of .murderous rage. He ia now known 
to have left* Uxbridge, where he Icxlgcd on the 
flaturJay idght, and ou the Sunday morning 
cariy be was Smq to come from near the cottage 
with a carpet-bag in his hand. The Sunday 
night he snent in a brothel in Uxbridge, where 
he behaved with great violoiico, drawiug a loaded 
nistol and threatening the inmates with death, 
ile tnade no effort to conceal the things ho had 
talt.eft, and lingered about U.xbridge until the 
iiooB of Monday, when he went on to Beading 
by train. He w.as arrested next day. He lijitl 
changed his clothcH before leaving Marshall's 
cottage, and left hi.a owu behind ^ere. They 
were soon identified, and various other facta all 
tend to fasten ou the prisoner the * “^uviutiou of 
guilt.
